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Three seats 
in contention § 
for city vote

Upland voters will select three City Council 
members in the April municipal elections. Council 
members whose seats are up for election are Ina 
Petokas, Frank Carpenter and Frank Hoover. 

Petokas has decided not to seek a third term on 
the council. She will not run again, she said, for 
personal reasons which have nothing to do with the 
present council. 

Although she won’t be in the race, Petokas said, 
she will closely examine those who would fill her 
place on the council. 

“I feel that we need a person who is a 
representative of the residents of the city rather 
than any particular business group,” Petokas said. 
Although a council member from a special business 
interest may not knowingly make biased judgments, 
she explained, such an individual will undoubtedly 
make decisions in support of his or her livelihood. 

Petokas said she is unsure what issues may 
surface in the election. Whatever the campaign 
issues, she noted, the array of problems the winning 
candidates must face will be directly related to a 
lack of funding. 

‘“‘The major problem will be the fiscal budgetary 
condition of the city, because the state is reducing 
funding, the federal government is reducing funding 

.. and it will be a difficult year,’”’ Petokas said. 

Specifically, she cited a need for a larger police 
station with no funds available for expansion. 

“Our present facility is very. crowded: ‘We: (the 
council members) know that their productivity is 
suffering ... they don’t have enough room,” she said. 

Another continuing problem is flood control. The 
county land above Upland is attracting more devel- 
opers and residents, she explained, and their water 
will be added to the city flood control system which 
already needs upgrading. 

‘‘The main obstruction, there again, is financ- 
ing,’”’ Petokas noted. 

Petokas said she first ran for a council seat eight 
years ago because she wanted Upland’s rapid 
development properly planned. ‘‘That’s been done,”’. 
she said, ‘‘although I cannot take credit for it.’ She 
attributed Upland’s controlled growth to higher 
interest rates, changes in the city planning staff, 


and the operation of the council as cooperative 


team. 

Carpenter also commented on the council as a 
cooperative team, although he preferred not to 
comment on his candidacy or the race in general 
pai all candidates file for office beginning this 
week. 

He said that whoever runs for the council will 
face the challenge of declining state and federal 
revenues, and so must focus on maintaining the 
council as a cohesive unit. 

“It’s the respect and the negotiating that goes on 
at the council level ... that is most important, in 
view of these lack of funds,” Carpenter said. A 
council that wastes its energy bickering and harbor- 
ing bad feelings, he explained, can’t use that energy 
to solve major financial problems the city must 
face. 

“A ‘council that’ works together can move moun- 
tains,” Carpenter said. ‘This is the toughest thing of 
all, and the candidates must talk to this point.”

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Transfer of title 
halted at school 


A temporary restraining order barring any trans- 
fer of title on the now-defunct Willows School was 
extended Friday afternoon. 


The order extends until Feb. 11 when the court 
will conduct furtherhearings on a request for a 
preliminary injunction brought by two former ad- 
ministrators of the Rancho Cucamonga-based pri- 
vate school. 


Two school officials filed suit in November 
against Owen Loftus III, who conducted the school’s 
finances during most of 1891. 


The school went bankrupt and closed in late 
November. The suit contends Loftus mismanaged 
the school’s funds. 


Superior Court Judge Kenneth Ziebarth asked 
that two school bank accounts at the Bank of San 
Marino be closed and transferred to a joint account 
established by both sides. 


Ziebarth ordered that money be withdrawn only 
if attorneys representing both sides agree to it, or if 
it is by court order. 


He also ordered that all financial documents 
relating to the operation of the school be transfered 
to the court clerk for further use by parties involved 
in the suit.

© In Chico, he became a full-time retired priest 
who managed to wipe out a church’s $68,000 debt. 

He comments, ‘‘Where there is an interest, there 
is money.” 
Aulenbach is noted for a quick wit that has the 
., trick of getting him involved in controversial issues. 
© He has never failed to speak out, he says, and is 
". only concerned that perhaps he hasn’t spoken out 
= enough. While in Philadelphia, he gained promin- 
“ence for his outspoken views on race relations 
3 (“I’ve married a thousand women to a thousand 
® men; all of them mixed marriages. You know what 
” a mixed marriage is? A man and a woman.”’), gay 

rights and his pro-abortion stance. 

‘“‘We have aborted thousands of children into the 
streets of this country where they have become 
thieves and prostitutes,” he says. “(How can we 
allow this?” 

Also in Philadelphia, Aulenbach headed the 
mayor’s youth committee and was active in munici- 
pal politics. 

“I even campaigned for one fellow, another 
minister,’’ he recalled, ‘‘But he was politically naive 
and didn’t know how to talk back to politicians when 
they called him a thief and a liar. Of course, he 
wasn’t Episcopalian. Too bad. He should have been 
because we do it all the time.” 

Aulenbach also tosses off one liners with a 
practiced skill. 

A sampling: 

*‘Marriages are not made in heaven. If they are, 
heaven has been lax.” 

Or, “I’ve been married 54 years. My wife was a 
teacher and she still thinks I’m one of her students. 
She taught fourth grade.” 

Or, “‘My wife says I would vote for the devil if he 
ran on the Republican ticket. You’ve got to admit 
he’s hard working, energetic and doesn’t sleep 
much.”’ 

But aside from his jocularity, Aulenbach has 
more serious views of the world today. He says, for 
example, that the assassination of world leaders 
does not, ‘‘prove we are violent. It only proves that 
we don’t know how to get what we want. I’m not 
trying to defend it, but I am trying to say violence is 
a part of life. It is ridiculous to talk about how sick 
the nation is. It’s not a sick nation.” 

His controversial commentaries and positions 
have won him notoriety in the East. He said if he 
didn’t receive at least one anonymous phone call or 
letter a week, he figured he wasn’t doing his job. 

A skilled typist, Aulenbach keeps busy with a 
worldwide correspondence and says he needs every 
bit of typing skill he possesses to do so. 

The letter writing also goes out to papers in the 
various communities he has served. 

But that is mere commentary. His real hobby, he 
says, is making speeches and he makes a lot of 
them. He is already planning his next tour in the 
East. 

It’s all part of the Aulenbach attitude or creed: 
an aggressive, get-involved, no-holds-barred, enjoy- 
ment of existence. 
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The Rev. W. Hamilton Aulenbach of Clare- 
mont, still going strong at 83, is a practiced 
sage of the one liner, a skilled typist which 


He sums it up in dozens of Aulenbach parables 
like the one about the fellow who didn’t notice the 
light change from red to green until a truck driver 
behind him yelled, ‘‘Hey buddy, it ain’t gonna get 
any greener.” 


Or, in the Aulenbach extrapolation, life is tre- 
mendously green right now; the good days aren’t 
ahead of us, they’re here. ‘‘We might not be here for 
‘ahead,’ ”’ he said. 


The son of a Philadelphia insurance executive 
and part-time barber, Aulenbach himself barbered 
for a while in his younger days to pay school costs. 
He and his three brothers and sisters used to be 
taken to church where they would fall asleep in the 
back rows while the parents were at choir practice. 


He has traveled the nation and the world and 
finds an interesting anomaly in the Pomona Valley. 


‘‘Pomona, I think, is a far more interesting place 
than Claremont because it has so many problems,” 
he said noting his former membership in the 
Pomona Optomists Club. ‘‘All sunshine makes a

helps him keep up with his voluminous 
correspondence and the major exponent of 
his philosophy of life: ‘Joy, joy, joy!” 


desert and a place without problems can be deadly 
dull.” 


Claremont, he says, “‘has elite colleges that don’t 
rebel in thought at one end and retirement homes on 
a other end that don’t want to rock the boat 
either.” 


Watchwords of the Aulenbach method developed 
over a course of years and he has become known for 
his motto: ‘Joy, joy, joy!” 


For 42 years he has been associated with the 
Valley Forge Military Academy in the East, an 
Episcopalian institution and the setting for the 
current film, ‘Taps’ starring George C. Scott. 


_Each year he visits the campus and is charged 
with reviewing the troops. He is to command the 
cadets to “pass in review” and annually barks out 
his order saying, ‘‘pass in review with joy.” 

“T don’t think we need to sit around and tell God 
how lousy we are all the time. Where I find joy is 
where I find religion. I don’t care for the guy who 
beats his breast because he’s been bad. I think 
that’s artificial.”

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Williams as 
Dickens set 
at MSAC

“Emlyn Williams as 
Charles Dickens’ is set

‘The bottom line about rehabilitation is that most 
spinal cord injuries, for example, happen to young 
people. Usually young men between 18 and 28. While 
doctors in general acute care hospitals do their best 
to save lives, those of us in rehab try to maximize 
the post-injury quality of life for thedisabled and 
their families. 

‘‘You can imagine the tremendous expense asso- 
ciated with a young man 18 years old who has a life 
expectancy of, say, 65 years and who will be in a 
wheelchair all that time because he dove off a rock 
in Newport and hit a sandbar. We are talking about 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. If we get a chance 
to rehabilitate this young man, we may save 
incredible dollars in government funds, taxes, etc., 
by putting him back in the competitive labor 
market. 

“Tt is a very satisfying line of work, but our 
choice today in rehabilitation is to either watch 
government funding disappear and then fold our 
tent, or assume a competitive, business-like posture 
in order to attract free market community and 
industrial support. It’s like the old saying, ‘“‘We’re 
surrounded. We can attack in any direction.” 

To offset the problems of low visibility and 
financial pressure, Casa Colina has implemented a 
sophisticated advertising and marketing program 
that has an an additional goal that of educating the 
public about Rehabilitation. Casa engaged The 
Knowles Group, a full service marketing firm based 
in Encinitas, to develop an advertising and market- 
ing plan that would address these goals and assist in 
overcoming the obstacles to the future of Casa 
Colina Hospital. 

The agency analyzed the existing budget and 
promotional efforts and recommended reallocation 
of these funds, plus an additional amount, to the 
multi-media plan. Then all 25 of the Casa Colina 
brochures were redone, with a stylized and thematic

approach and appearance. The Casa Colina fund- 
raising efforts were examined and revamped. 

But most significantly, The Knowles Group was 
responsible for development of three 30-second 
television commercials complete with original mu- 
sic to form the focal point of the entire multi-media 
plan. The commercials are dramatic and profession- 
al, and are constructed around the over all them of 
“Love Is For Giving.” 

Eazel has plans for the commercials that go 
beyond the four week television flight that aired in 
the Los Agneles market in late November, 1981. 
‘1981 has been the International Year of Disabled 
Persons. What we have done is to take a very large 
step to provide continuity for the momentum ‘gener- 
ated by this year’s efforts. We are looking for 
business and industry to sponsor or co-sponsor these 
spots on a regular basis, to keep the concept of 
Rehabilitation in the public eye,” he said. 


Interestingly enough, newhere in the commer- 
cials is there a visual reference to Casa Colina 
except in the final card which shows a telephone 
number. T. J. Knowles of The Knowles Group 
explains. “By simply changing the voice over and 
the final card, we can offer the commercials to 
virtually any sponsor. Industry knows that good 
medical rehabilitation makes a difference, especial- 
ly in their Workers’ Compensation and health care 
costs. We’ve already generated interest on the part 
of a few major insurance carriers who want to 
discuss utilizing the commercials.” 

To round out the multi-media production, the 
agency has developed a series of 30 and 60 second 
radio advertisements utilizing the ‘Love Is For 
Giving” theme. 

And the cost of this ambitions plan? Eazell 
relates that ‘‘after The Knowles Group analyzed our 
current public relations activities we had to add 15 
percent to our existing budget to implement the 
advertising plan. We are looking to recapture our 
investment through the television commercials and 
our direct mail efforts.

“It’s this simple, ” says Eazell. “The large 
hospital chains are gobbling up the community 
hospitals and free standing rehabilitation hospitals 
like Casa Colina.
